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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite as being directed to a method but fails to positively recite 
steps that are included in the method to define the claimed invention. 

Claim 14 is also indefinite as being directed to a device but fails to positively 
recite means that are included in the device to define the claimed invention. Further, the 
recitations "can lines 6 and 9, are indefinite as whether the functions following "can' 
are required by the claimed invention.
